Who's afraid of the Upland High 
School football team this year? 

Possibly everyone. 

Last year the Highlanders 
romped to at 8-2-1 record, 
They were helped by the fact 
that no one had expected such 
a strong team, 

This year no one in the San 
Antonio League is golng to be 
caught looking past coach Jack 
Frost's boys. 

The defending league cham- 
plons were hit hard by gradu- 
ation. They lost 16 players, 
eight of whom were first string- 
ers. 

But Frost believes the team 
will have more depth this year 
as far as numbers. ‘We were 
helped a lot last year by not 
having any injuries,’’ he point- 
ed out, 

Frost also expects the team 
to be physically stronger this 
year, but not as quick, ‘We 
lost a lot of speed,’’ he said.

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“Enchiladas, 
says Norwegian AFS student

How did pretty 18-year-old 
Gro Anderson of Oslo, Nor- 
way, become an American Field 
Service (AFS) exchange student 
to Upland High School? 

As she explains it, ‘I didn’t 
expect to come. One of my 
friends talked me into sign- 
ing my name to the application 
list.”’ 

Well, she has arrived. Her 
American family, Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Callaway, of 2456 Ocean 
View Dr., Upland, and their 
three daughters, Candy, 15 
Ann, 13, and Cathy, 11, met 
Gro in Portland, Ore., Aug. 
22. 

They returned to Upland Sept. 
6 after an extensive tour of 
the state. 

More credit must be given to 
Gro for her accomplishments 
than her own explaination of 
how she became one of two for- 
eign exchange students at Up- 
land. 

Out of her school, Oslo 
Hndlesgymnasium (it can be 
pronounced), 80 students wanted 
to come to the U.S., only two 
made it. The other student is 
in Long Island. 

The only thing that has sur- 
prised Gro in Am ericahas been 
the food. Says Gro: ‘The 
strangest food is enchiladas. 
I didn’t like them too much, 
I like tacos better.’’ She added 
that Norwegians eat potatoes 
every day and considerably 
more bread and fish than Amer- 
icans. Gro should know about 
foods. She has spent most of her 
summers working in her 
father’s gracery store. 

Gro will be a senior at Up- 
land High School. She would have 
been in her final year of school 
in Oslo and will still have to 
complete that year when she 
returns. 

The biggest difference be- 
tween the two education systems 
that Gro has observed is that 
after the first seven years of 
elementary school students 
must pick a “‘line’’, or course 
of study, before going on to 
their five years of high school. 
Gro’s ‘line’? was a business 
school. 

At Upland she will study civ- 
ics, English literature and com- 
position, P. E., leadership, art 


appreciation, colonial Ameri- 
can history and speech. 

In her last year at Oslo, 
Gro’s courses included English, 
French, German, two Nor- 
wegian languages, math, busi- 
ness administration, school 
economic, law, history, geog- 
raphy and gymnastics. 

She expalined that Norwegian 
schools require nine writ- 
ten subjects and seven without 
homework. Also, all students go 
to school on Saturday. 

Gro has studied English for 
six years and she speaks it 
with little trouble. 

In the U.S., the blond Nor- 
wegian said she ‘‘hopes to see 
the usual way the people live, 
nothing special.’’ She indicated 
that there aren’t too many dif- 
ferences in the customs of the 
two countries. 

Skiing, of course, is the big- 
gest sport in Norway and Gro

An excellent chance to learn 
about America was provided 
Gro when an American exchange 
student in Oslo lived with her 
family there for amonth this 
summer, 

She learned a lot of what to 
expect when she arrived here. 

Said Gro: ‘‘The tourists give 
a bad impression of America 
in Norway,’’ adding that the 
American student expressed 
shame at the tourists’ actions 
while explaining that people 
here are not the same.

Lovely trees make a city beautiful--but — 


Many res siden nts are alsores- 
ponsible for the death of young 
trees by 5! praying parkways to 
kill weeds and other seeds. 


The trees don’tactually serve 
a functional use, but their beauty 
and the shade they offer more 
than make up for the work they 
cause. 

Many visitors to Upland have 
remarked what a beautiful com- 
munity it is because of the abun- 
dance of lush green trees. Eu- 
elid Avenue for example, has 
been a longtime landmark. 


A coordinated plan is now 
used by the city to-place trees 
where they will fit best and add 
most to the surroundings. 


In business areas Crepe Myr- 
tle is a popular tree because it 
is an attractive, ornamental 
type but remains small. 


Larger trees are preferred 
for residential areas, such as 
the Incense Cedar on 21st Street 
and the Atlas Cedar on 20th 
Street. 


Continuity is maintained on 
all the major streets, as each 
street has a designated tree 
which is planted on it. A list

The most predominant and 
pooular trees in Upland are the '/ ‘ 
Liquid Amber, the Evergreen 
Elm, and the Modesto Ash.

The Big Hurdle—Industrial Wastes 


Why doesn't the West End have more large industries like Southem 
California Edison’s plant? Because most “basic” industries such as paper 
mills, chemical plants, plastic factories, etc. produce industrial wastes 
which cannot be economically treated and must be removed from the 
area for fear of contaminating our underground water supply. No such 
waste disposal facilities are available. 


An exception is So. Cal Edison which was forced to construct a 
drain line to carry off the plant's salt-laden wastes in order to locate at 
Etiwanda. Waste water from this drain discharges into the Los Angeles 
County Sanitation Districts’ ocean outfall line near Pomona. The drain’‘s 
$1 million construction cost would be too expensive for the ordinary 


single industry. 


Ocean Disposal The Only Answer 


After four years of study, engineering consultants report that the 
problem can be solved by building a waste collection trunk system to 
serve West End industrially - zoned areas and buying use rights in the 
L.A. Counties’ system. Then the troublesome industrial wastes can be 
moved out o! this area and dumped into the ocean near San Pedro. 


Cost of the project would be financed by a $16 million bond issue 
which would be paid off largely by the benelitied industries, A small 
property tax costing an average homeowner $2 to $4 per year would 
be levied in the early years until the industrial plants were constructed 
here and started to use the drain facilities. Ultimately new industries 
would add $2,500,000 to area tax revenues,

Our California disability in- 
Surance system, which has 
plunged into fiscal hot water 
several times during the past 
few years, is being carefully 
scrutinized by a special joint 
legislative committee which 
was created by the 1965 ses- 
sion. This Joint Committee on 
Unemployment Comoensation 
Disability Insurance has held 
two recent hearings to explore 
the problems which have 
plagued the system. The latest 
was held in Los Angeles early 
this month. 

At the first of these hearings 
the Department of Employment 
statistician told the committee 
that if the benefit schedule enac- 
ted by the 1965 Legislature, 
and the tax structure devised 
to support it were left un- 
changed, the disability tnsur.
